Pocahontas at her marriage to John Rolfe 
in 1614, around the time ancestors of our 
own ‘‘Bud’? Norsworthy first settled here, 


P. F. Collier and Son Corp,, publishers 
of Collier's Encyclopedia : 

“Are you one of the Norsworthy fam- 
ily who originally settled in Isle of Wight 
County, Virginia, and whose ancestors 
were early vestrymen in the Old Brick 
Church (St. Luke's) of this county?”” 

‘Well, Bud is a descendant of those 
early sctilers. Englishmen founded the 
first settlement in 1607. Pocahontas was 
baptized in 1613, St. Luke’s was built 
near Jamestown about 1632. (Imagine! 
It wasn’t until almost 150 years later that 
our colonies fought the American Revo- 
lution.) St. Luke’s Church, oldest of 
English construction in America, stiil 
contains a memorial window to the 
Norsworthys. 

The letter to Bud came from Elizabeth
